Bullet Missed Its Mark and Man 


Was Arrested. 


Leopold of Belgium Had a Narrow Escape Today== 


People Indifferent—No Excitement Created 


by the Attempted Murder. 


CHOKED 


To Death by His Tongue, Which Was 


Forced Into His Threat by 


False Teeth. 


'Brussels, Nov. 15—An 
attempt 
to 


assassinate King, Leopold 
was made 


today after religious service held for 
the late Queen Marie Henriette. His 
majesty had just left 
the cathedral 


when a man in the crowd was seen 
to draw a revolver, aim at the King 
and blaze away. The King was unhurt 
and the man was arrested. There was 
a big crowd about the cathedral at &ie 
time but the feeling against the King 
because of 'his treatment of the late 
Queen was plainly shown by the utter 
indifference with which they took the 
attempt to kill him. Instead of ex- 
citement jthere was but 
murmuring 


'and the remark: "It would have serv- 
ed him right if he had been hit." was 
heard repeatedly. 


The would-be assassin is not thought 


to be an anarchist. It is thought he 
is insane and desirous of avenging 
Leopold's indifference and insults to 
the late queen. Bystanders say that 


when he fired the shot the assassin 
exclaimed: J'Take that, you repro 
bate." After the attempt on the life 
of the King, Leopold and his escor 
hurried away.

OUR GOVERNMENT. 


Whitclaw Reid Tells Wherein 


Its Great Power Lies. 


EEBPEOT POE AUTHOBITY HEEDED 


This «nd the Widest Liberty of In- 


dividual Initiative Arc the Scarce*, 
He Say«,of National Strength—Som« 
Inconveniences In par Form of 
Government Pointed Oat. 
The Founder'^, day celebration in 


Carnegie's hall at Pittsburg attracted 
an immense throng the other after- 
noon. The address was made by White- 
law Reid, editor of the New York 
Tribune. Mr. Reid spoke on the sub- 
ject, "The Government—Wherein Lies 
Its Great Strength?" and said in part 
as follows: 


"We all believe in our form of gov- 


ernment, lu fact, we are intolerant be- 
lievers in it. Every child learns to 
think that it is the best in the world, 
not only for us, but for all men. Ev- 
ery demagogue learns to bellow first 
from the cart tail his unlimited, un- 
questioning certainty of that superior- 
ity and universal applicability. 


"I am not here to dispute the belief—' 


only to define the facts about it If our 
form of government is the best, it can- 
not be so because it is the cheapest. 
On the contrary, it is one of the most 
expensive in the world, with more paid 
lawmakers than any, other, higher sal- 
aries generally for subordinates, though 
with very "unworthy scrimping in some 
of the most important places like the 
judiciary, higher' pay on government 
contracts, more lavish appropriations 
for internal improvements and the 
costliest army in proportion to number 
and work. 


• "Our form of government cannot be 
the best because it is the most efficient 
On the contrary, it is one of tbe slow- 
est in the world, the most complicated, 
cumbrous and limited. Our foreign rep- 
resentatives have been again and again 
humiliated by appeals from citizens 
abroad whom we could not or did not 
protect against impressment, with our 
passports in their hands, into the mili- 
tary service of other countries. Every 
few years we are all humiliated before 
tbe world because of riotous outrages 
on Italians or oh Chinese or on other 
foreigners, which some state has not 
suppressed or atoned for and the na- 
tion has no adequate control of. This 
very year there could be found for five 
months no power in the state of Penn- 
sylvania or In the United States to stop 
disorder and riot in the coal mines, and 
finally that Imperative work had to 
be done by voluntary effort outside the 
constitutional processes or authority 
of the high office that successfully In- 
tervened. 


"Even within the-spheres in which it 


will work our form of government is 
not the easiest to work. On the con- 
trary, it requires, to keep it running 
successfully, more public spirit, more 
study about candidates, more time for 
multitudinous elections, local, state and 
national: more watchfulness of public 
officials, and a higher average of intel- 
ligence than any other in the world, 
and no one has ever shown that with- 
out this alert and devoted public spirit, 
this unremitting attention and this 
high average of intelligence it could 
have achieved its best successes or 
•could now maintain them. Some of our 
states repudiated then- public obliga- 
tions, and it took vehement and long 
continued efforts to get the disgraceful 
action reversed." 


Mr. Reid said the men who formed 


the government had no notion of its 
universal applicability and in this con- 
nection remarked: 


"Not until 1865 was It even established 


throughout the United States that ev- 
ery, man has the right to sell his own 
laboi>and in 1902 in your state and in 
mine there were still found a great 
many men, including a pitiful number 
of exceptionally ignorant or emotional 
clergymen and some people called 
statesmen, who considered such a right 
GO doubtful that they were not ashamed 
to urge, for tbe sake of peace and coal, 
that it should be submitted to arbitra- 
tion." 


Proceeding to answer his own ques- 


tion, "Wherein lies its great strength?" 
Mr. Reid said: 


"The answer has become a truism. 


Its strength lies in the quality of man 
It develops. Tbe real merit is not in 
tbe machinery, but in tbe skilled intel- 
ligence absolutely required to frame 
and to work it; in tbe combination of ' 
respect for authority on the one band 
with training in individual initiative 
on the other, which this work brings 
out and which tbe government has 
thus far scrupulously and religiously 
guarded. 


"We brought the respect for author- 


ity from tbe birthplace of tbe common ! 
law. and in proportion as injustice ' 
from Its officers was resented In tbe 
old borne, in like proportion tbe law ' 
Itself was Instinctively elevated Into a ' 
veritable pillar of cloud by day and 
of fire by night ID tbe wiWerness of 
tbe new world. We found tbe Indi- : 
vidual initiative ia tbe necessities of 
an untamed continent: were driven to ' 
it, shut up to it at every turn—Ia the 
imperative beginnSng of orderly self 
government at a thousand isolated 
spots, in the long protracted struggle 
witb wild lands, wiJd beasts and wild 
men—till It became the inheritance of 
tbe race. To such a continental con- 
quest of nature and of men bave tboss | 
two traits of tb« fathers brought us— j 
tbeir respect for authority and their | 
widest freedom of individual initiative. 
These, with Ibe original vigor of tbe 
stock, bave raade Americans what, 
they are. Whoever or whatever now j 
dares to interfere witlj the jn;naan«Titj

union of these two trolts and their 
continued development lu the Auicr 
lean life is an enemy to the republic 
whether known as political boss or as 
trust or as trades union. 


"But let me not be misunderstood 


Nobody can doubt the need In politics 
of appliances for licdlng nnd enforc- 
ing the will of the party majority 
Nobody can question the public bene- 
fits in business from great cons&lida 
tioiis of capital. 
Nobody can denj 


the right of labor to combine for 
higher wages and shorter i<ours and 
healthful conditions of work. I mean 
no arraignment of organization itself, 
either in politics or finance or. labor- 
only of that tyrannical organization, 
that unrepublican organization, thai 
abandonment of the underlying essen- 
tials of democratic success and that 
reversion to the principles of an ab- 
solute monarchy or a military despot- 
ism which refuses to recognize that it 
has reached the limits of its own right 
when it invades the rights of others 
and so saps the very springs that have 
lifted us to this floodtide of national 
prosperity." 


The speaker went on to urge that the 


impression that it was impossible to 
rise under existing conditions was "th<? 
most dangerous delusion of the times, 
undermining the foundations alike of 
Industrial progress and of public hon- 
esty, and its only logical outcome is 
either a, permanent and unrepublican 
fixity of classes or the hopeless Dead 
sea of socialism." He went on to cite 
tbe cases of men who have risen to 
distinction from'the ranks and declar- 
ed: 


"The chances for the young man are 


and must be kept as good today as they 
ever were—in fact, they are and must 
be made as much better as the scale 
on which this western world is moving 
grows yearly and monthly more colos- 
sal. But now. as in all past times, 
with political managers or in spite of 
them, with trusts or in spite of them, 
with trades unions or in spite of them, 
the chances are to him that can see 
and seize them, the tools are to him 
that can use them. 'A man's a man for 
a' that' 


"Strong as this republic is, it is not 


strong enough—let us hope it will never 
be unjust enough— to let either labor 
shut any of its children out of learning 
a trade or capital shut any of them out 
of going into trade. You cannot pre- 
serve the triumphant democracy and 
insure the American future unless you 
preserve the American citizen in his 
habit as he was, revering the la-*, re- 
specting authority and beyond that 
still limited in his free activities by 
no master below God." 


GLOBE GIRDLING MESSAGE. 


First One Sent by the Ketv British 


Pacific Cahle. 


Charles J. Glidden of Boston, former 


president of the Erie Telephone com- 
pany, recently sent the first cable mes- 
sage around the world by way of the 
new British Pacific cable, establishing 
a record of thirty-nine hours and twen- 
ty minutes, says the New York Trib- 
une. He started a dispatch addressed 
to himself from the Hotel Touraine at 
9:15 a. m. It read as follows: "Boston, 
Mass., via Vancouver British cable to 
Australia around the world." 


It took its place with the ordinary 


commercial business and was received 
hi Boston by the Western Union at 
12:35 a. m. next day, thirty-nine hours 
and twenty minutes after it left Bos- 
ton. Only three errors were made, the 
message arriving, "Gleddon Boston, 
armund the world," dated at South- 
port, Australia. 


New Two Cent Stamp Issne. 


The bust of Washington, drawn from 


Jean Antoine Houdon's profile cast, 
which has so long appeared on the two 
cent stamps, is replaced in an issue 
now printing by a photographic repro- 
duction of the Gilbert Stuart portrait 
of Washington that is in the capitol, 
says the Washington Post The United 
States flag will also appear on the 
stamp for the first time since 1869.

AN OLD FAVORITE 


There Are Diver• Kind* of Social* 


IMIII, lint They AU Alnt to Benefit 
Society—A Somowlint Stvceplui; nnd 
Liberal Definition. 


Socialism IH a very safe word. Its 


meaning is so vague and 
for tbe most part that even tbe cou- 
serv.-itive take it upon tbeir lips with- 
out trepidation. They speak indnlgeiil- 
ly of socialists as erratic and harmless 
dreamers, lumping together tbeir many 
different aims and creeds, much as one 
speaks of all manner of Insects us 
"bugs." 


But the truth is that every one is 


something of a socialist, and many of 
our institutions are purely socialistic. 
Free schools, for instance, and five li- 
braries (where they really belong to a 
township of free people aud are not the 
gift of well meaning but offensive and 
misguided allluence) arc purely social- 


1 istic. They exist for the good of all 
and are supported by tbe contributions 
of all, tbougb there may be some to 
whom they are of no value and by 
whom they are not wanted. 
Never 


mind, we must bave them, for tbe 
sense of the community has decided 
they are good tilings. If you have no 
children to be educated and are a hater 
of books, it is just the same. You must 
put your band in your i/ocket to buy 
books for your neighbor and educate 
his children. That surely is pure so- 
cialism. Also it is pure Christianity. 


And that brings me* to tbe point 1 


wish to make—namely, tbat tbe soul of 
socialism is love, or Christianity, if you 
prefer tbat word. Tbe divers kinds of 
socialism are as mushrooms in tbe 
morning. They spring up fresh every 
day until it seems tbat every man may 
be his own prophet in matters pertain- 
ing to the commonwealth. Yet all these 
schemes are alike in aim; they all bave 
for their sole object tbe betterment of 
society. However foolisb, 
however 


wrong headed, however visionary or 
even dangerous they may be, we must 
still credit them nearly always witb no- 
bility of purpose and sincerity of inten- 
tion. They are so many formulas for 
tbe solution of a difficult problem in 
the science of life, and tbougb many 
of them would not solve tbe perplexing 
equation for us at all, but would only 
make matters worse (in all probabili- 
ty), still tbeir disinterested aim must 
enlist our sympathy even while we 
withhold our approval. Tbat is to say, 
the spirit that prompts them is all 
right, though tbe thought that goes to 
their construction is often so faulty. 


For socialism in whatever form is, 


after all, only an ingenious device for 
putting in practice tbe generous im- 
pulses of the human heart. Socialistic 
schemes are just so many contrivances 
for tbe carrying out of our nobler pur- 
poses. In themselves they cannot di- 
rectly foster goodness; they can only 
promote it by making its patb easier. 
Under right social and industrial con- 
ditions it will be easier to be good than 
it is now; it will be easier for beauty to 
touch our everyday life; it will be 
easier for the truth to find us out and 
cheer us witb illumination. 


One would, not call the 'constitution 


of the United States a socialist docu- 
ment, I suppose, and yet it certainly is 
au instrument invented to facilitate 
the betterment of mankind in its social 
state. Tbe American Revolution, like 
the French revolution, like tbe great 
rebellion in England, has no other 
meaning than that, and the mistake 
we make in thinking of these move- 
ments is in putting our final trust In 
them rather than in the spirit of free- 
dom and love in man which produced 
them.
